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Roberts Marching 
on Pretoria 


HIS GREAT ARMY IS ON TH? MOV. 


New Fifty Wiles North of Bloemfontein— 
Two Hundrea From Pretsria. The Ad- 
vance is Rapid. A Rebel Stronghold R<- 
occupied. Hurnter’s Division, Marching to 
the Relief of idafeking, Routs the Boers. 
A Heavy All-day Fight at the Vet River— 
The Boers Fled in the Night Hutton and 
the Mounted Rifles Took a Prominent 
and Successful Part. A Gallant Act of 
the Australians. 


Winnip2g, May; 7, °00. 

London, May 6th: Lord: Roberts’ 
big army is rushing to Pretoria. ’ 

It reached and crossed the Vet river, 
fuliy 50 miles north of Blomfontein, 
aud only 200 from the Transvaal cap- 
ital, advancing faster than any{ body 
dared to hope. 
that Hamilton’s brigad2 has re-occu- 
peed Winburg, the burghers’ strong- 
hold where it was expected the Beers 
would make a determined defence. This 
is ‘not mentioned in Risbaritt® ¢des- 
patch, which is dated Saturday, but 
press despaitches on Sunday refer to 
it. On the west. Hunters division, 
which is pushing on to the relief of Ma- 
feking,has routed the Boergout of 
Roordam after a sharp fight, and last 
reports show that Barton is pursuing 
the fleeing burghers rorth. Roberts’ 
official report would not indicate that 
the lossses are heavy in any of fthese 
important operations. 

A despatch from Roberts, dated Vet 
river, on Saturday, says: 

“T marched here to-day with Pole- 
Carew’s division from, headquarters 
and Wavell’s brigade, with the seven- 
th division, two miles in the rear. Max- 
well’s brigade of the same division, is 
some distance to our right. The ene- 
my is in considerable strength on the 
opposite bank of the river. Our guns 
engaged the Roers some three hours 
without our being able to force a spas- 
fage of the river, but shortly before 
dark the mounted infantry; &nder 
Gen. Hutton turned the enemy’s right 
and in a very dashing manner push- 
ed across the river under a ‘heavy 
ehell and musketry fire. We are now 
bivouacing for the night within three 
miles of the Vet river. Our causalt- 
ies are not numerous.: 


One despatch indicates 


Gen. Hamilton, in the action yester- 
day, succeded in preventing a junct- 
ion of two Borer fo c25 b7 a we'll execu'- 
ed movement by some of the house- 
hold cavalry, twelfth lancers and 
Kitchener’s herse who charged a body 
bf the enemy and inflicted - serious 
lozs. The enemy fled leaving their 
dead on the field and their woundedito 
be atiended to by our docters. Mc- 
Donald’s Highland brigade dislodged 
the enemy on the right flank under 
cover of the Naval guns in which 
Operation the Black Watch distin- 
guished themselves and wer - ‘skil- 
fully led. Hamilton is advancing this 
morning to a difficult drift over the 
Kleine Vet river. 

Hunter reports that Borten’s brizad2 
was heavily engaged this morning 

* two miles north of Ruidam (Rooidam). 
The enemy's position is just four miles 
long and strongiy. held. He states our 
men marched magnificently, and 
carried ridge after ridge, in grand 
style. The casualties of this force and 
Hunter’s will be reported as soon as 
possible¢ 

Capt. Miller,who was taken prisoner 
near. Thaba N’Chu, was sent to Run- 
del’s camp by the enemy,with a severe 
wound in the abdomen... 

Brabant reported that one Sergeant 
and three men were captured on Mny 
2 while on patrol, and that one ho 
had been hrutaliy | illtreated and 
left for dead by the Boers was found on 
the following day. vt 

Lieut. Lilly of the Victoria mounted 
rifles, reported missing, was found at 
Brandfort dangerously wounded, and 
most carefully attended by the Nether- 
Jand’s ambulance. 

Vet river, May 6: The British, after 
a long march encountered the Boers 
holding the Vet river with six guns, 
two being long range. An artillery 
duel followed. Meanwhile Gen. But- 
ton, after a sharp engagement, cross- 
ed the river on left just before svaset. 
The Boers retreated in the night. Pole- 
Carew’s division started at daybreak 
on a nineteen mile march and first 
came in contact with the Boers hold- 
ing the river at 1 p. m. The British 
soon had two batteries in action and 
later they added two naval 9 pourders 
two 4.7 and 5 inch siege guns. The 
Boers fired with great accuracy and 
the duel continued unabaied with jer- 
rible din until sunset. Byven Jaier 
there was desultory firing. {t igs 
gnarvelous that nobody on the British 
side was injured. Gen. Hutton, with 
three regiments of Canadian Mount- 
ed Rifles, started early to find 4 drift 
on the west. When this was discover- 
ed it was proved io be held, strongly 
protected by two guns. The British 
engaged the Boers speedily, who en- 
filaded the dismounted firing line with

a Maxim, but Hutton pushed forward 
or own pom-pom and galloping Max- 
im and forced the Boers to leave the 
river bed. The encounter was terri- 
bl; hot. Later the British force cross- 
ed the river, threatening the Boer 
right. The Boers must have received 
about the same time the news of Ham- 
ilton’s occupation of Windberg. 

About sunset a detachment o% 
twenty Australians who erept unseen 
toward the river bed formed themse!- 
ves near a kapje occupied by. the Boers. 
A‘ter firing they fixed bayonets and 
charged capturing the kopje. A)! this 

ras done on their own account, Thus 
night fell. Eariy in the morning it 
was discovered the whole Boer force 
had fled. Hutton in the night {gor 
two squadrons to biow up the line near 
Smaldell. — X

IMPERIAL COMMISSIONS FOR CANADIANS 

The appointment of forty-four Can- 
adians to commissions in the Imperial 
army lays a new and heavy responsi- 
bility upon the militia authorities of 
Canada. It would be a pity to look 
upon these appointments merely as a 
matter between tbe British array au- 
thorities and the gentlemen whol may 
be successful in securing commisions. 
fit is not, it should be, very far from 
this. The events occurring’ uring 
the past six months in South Africa 
show cleariy that war canno' be 
taught successfully from books; that 
it is a study in which a barre! - of 
theory is not as good as a pint: of 
qerartice. One of the greajy reasons 
for sending the Canadiag conting- 
ents to take part in the Seuth African 
war is that Canada thereby secures 
a bumber of men and officers who have 
had practical knowledge of war as it 
is to-day and whose knowledge may 
hereafter be turned to valuable ac- 
count in the militia service of Canada. 
The same view should be taken in ithe 
aippointinent of Canadians to commis- 
sions in the Imperial army. There is 
no doubt that the militia or military 
conditions prevailing in Canada are 
quite different from those in Great 
Eritain. This is occasioned by many 
eauses. That there is a difference is 
amjly proven by the @ifficulty that 
is experienced in getting British o7- 
fizens who can successfully manage:the 
Canadian militia. This is nat,  pos- 
sibly, the fault either of the officers 
or oc the miltia. Certaialy not that of 
the iatter, as is preven by their good 
work ic South Africa and wherever 
else their yatriotism and.  couraze 
have been tried. The solution of the 
difficulty would be to have a Canadian 
familiar with the social, political and 
militia conditions of Canada who had 
acquired the necessary training, ex- 
perience and prestize in actual war- 
fare in the British army for this ap-

As a part 
o: the British Empire, with the know 
ledge that our every interest is i 
volved in the maintenance of i the 
prestige of that empire against even 
a hostile world, we must be prepared 
to p'ay our part in the schemelof m- 
pire if we would ensure a continuation 
of the glcries or the materia] ‘re- 
eults which we now enjoy, and which 
are the cause of the jealousy of all 
other civilized nations. [{t would 
a deplorable mistake $0 wunderrate 
the importance-of Canada in’ main- 
taining the “military prestige of the 
empire upon occasion. What may be 
done by a small number of determined 
pecple against an overwhelming pow- 
er and even againg¢ overwhelming 
numbers in the field is shown by! the 
Boers in the stand they are making 
in South Africa. Less than hallif -¢ 
million of people have defied the very 
empire to which we belong, and forj-ix 
months have made theiq defiance 
good, with every prospect that it wili 
be six months more before their re- 
Fistance is at an end; and even then 
the honors will not ~ ba altogether 
against them. We have five, or pos- 
sibly six, millions of people in Canada, 
and if we could do as well froportion- 
ately as the Boers have done, weiwould 
certainly be a tremendous weight in 
the scale in favor of the empire, and 
even singlehanded could bear our own 
part creditably against even a first 
class European power. Passibly{ Lhe 
occasion may never arise, it is to tbe 
hoped it never will, but who, twelve 
months ago, would have dreamed that 
twenty-five hundred Canadians would 
be under arms to-day, in South Africa. 
or that the roll of killed and wounded 
would be as long and as glorious as “it 
is. Bhis war is not over. At any 
moment there may be complications 
which would fully test the strenzth 
of the empire, and would require Can- 
ada to play her part not by send'ng 
thousands, but by raising tents or 
hundreds of thousands of soldiers. In 
such a case what could be of as‘ great

by dead weight. Una recen'c _ acca- 
sion, an adverse majority of sixteen 
was given against the government on 
a motion by one of theic suy porters. 
While this vote did mot necessarily 
cau-e the government to resigta it 
showed that their hold upon their fol- 
lowers was none too solid, and that 
they were not altogether in line with 
the opinions of their friends. While 
it is no doubt the duty ofa party re- 
presentative in a legislature, or ‘in 
parliament, to support the side to 
which he was elected, it is not less the 
duty of the leaders of the party to 
shape their policy so that it can jbe 
supported by their friends. There is 
a mutual obligation between sup- 
porter and leader that seems to have 
been forgotten on at least ona side 
in the Ontario House; but a govern- 
ment running on a narrow majority, 
smch as the Ross government, must 
either recognize their obligations to 
their supporters or their supporters 
will cease to support, and they then 
cease tv bo a government. The party 
idea has been carried to such an 2x- 
treme in Canada that many: .peaple 
take it fur granted that the cnly. ques- 
tion ic be asked is, what is the party 
policy, and lose sight of the fact that 
unless the party policy is such as io 
secure popular approval it is oniy a 
policy to Juse and not to win on. 

The Ross government seems to be 
in danzer of finding itself in the'same 
position as the Greenway zovernment 
was, when it comes to face the next 
lection. It wili appeai on its record 
rather than on its policy. The govern- 
ment which faces a general election on 
this issw2 gives all the advantagta ito 
the opposition even although the op- 
position has no ieading policy either. 
The goverrment is in possession, there- 
fore; it is open to attack on all sides, 
and unless it has some leading policy 
to place before the electors, such as 
will meet with their approval; -and 
thereby attract attention: from ‘title 
bickerings which necessarily arise in 
recard to matiers of adminisirajion 
the ofprsiticu stand to profit in ail 
cases by these hickerings and are thus 
in a position to win the elections altho- 
ugh on their record they would not 
stand nearly as weil as the govern- 
ment. A definite and agressive pol- 
icy appealing to the popular mind as 
being in line with the popular inter- 
better thar ali the machine 
politicians and ali the party funds that 
can be brought together to carry a 
weneral election. 
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Not the least of the horrors of ‘the 
South African war is the poetry to 
which it has given rise.

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PARLIAMENT. 
Ottawa, April 24, °00. 

The death of Allan Haley, M. P., for 
Hants, N. S., which took place in Ot- 
fawa on Sunday night was the occa- 
sion of an adjournment of the House 
until 5 o’clock on Monday afternoon 
to pormit of the members attending 
ths removal of the remains from the 
Russell House to the train which was 
to convey them to Windsor, N.. &. 
where the tate member resided. Dr. 
Haley had been too ill during, fhe 
greater part of the session to attend 
to his duties in the House. Imme- 
diately .after the opening this ({pre- 
mier delivered a short address suitable 
to the mournful occasion, in which he 
epoke very highly of the deceased 
member. He was foliowed by ‘the 
leader of the opposition who spoke in 
equaily complimertary terms. Hon. 
Mr. Fielding, who had been associated 
with the late Dr. Haley in the ‘Nova 
Scotia legislature for mamyi geary 
also spoke very feelingly. 

The debate on Mr. Flint's prohibi- 
tion resolution occupied the evening 
session and was taken part in by a 
large number of members. It was not 
concluded at half past twelve, and 
was adjourned with the understand- 
ing, arrived at between the premier 
and Mr. Foster, who for the time be- 
ing wasleading the opposition, that it 
would bs continued on another day, 
pousibly, on Mondiay next. When the 
moticn to adjourn ths debate was 
made, Mr. Fiirt objected to his re- 
solution being shelved in that way, 
ais it had been at last session, and in- 
sisted on its being brought to a vote, 
Mr. Flint’s resolution is as follows: 
“That this House has affirmdi {he 
principle that the prohibition of the 
liquor traific is the right and: gmast 
eifectual legislative remedy, for ithe 
evils of intemperance, and haf aliso 
declared that as soon as public opin- 
ion would suificiently sustain string- 
ent measures, it was prepared to pro- 
mote such legislation. 

“That the plebiscite of 1898, where- 
in a majority of the votes polled thro- 
ughovt the Dominion, including sub- 
atantial majorities in ail the provinces 
but one, were ascertained to be in/fav- 
or of such lezislation, as weli as satis- 
factory evidence from other sources, 
ehows that such measures wilk be 
thorough!y supported by the people of 
Canada. ' 

“That the House is now of the opin- 
ion, in view of the foregoing facts,that 
it is desirable and expedient that par- 
liament. should, witliout delay, enact 
auch measures as will secure the pro 
hibition of the liquor traffic for bever- 
age purposes in at least those pro- 
vinces and territories which have vot- 
ed in favor of uth’ prohibition.” 

This resolution embodies the {pn 
clusion arrived at by the representa- 
tives of the Dominion Temperance Al- 
liance who met at Ottawa last year. 
and is practicaliy the same the 
Teso-ution moved by Mr. Flint at last 


as 


passion. The Alliance came two the con- 
clusion that in view of the} strong 
apposition to prohibition  shrwn 


to exist in Quebec it would be practi- 
cally impossible to impose a prohibi- 
tory law there, and, therefore, it would 
not be desirable to make the attempt 
They held, however, that this need not 
prevent prchibitory legislation bet 
ing applied to provinces which had de- 
olared in favor of it, and it is on this 
basis that Mr. Flint’s resolution was 
dramed. It received a very’ fair 
amount of support in the House, but 
was oppesed by nearly all the conser- 
vative members who spoke, and who 
directed their attention to the poli- 
tical side of the question on the ‘pos- 
sibility of using it to embarrass the 
government. Their great objection to 
Mr. Flint’s resolution was not the re- 
solution jtseli but becajuga it was 
framed, so they said, for the purpcse 
o* letting the government out of a dif- 
ficult position. Just how itd Weing 
carried by the House would let the 
government out of any difficulty is 
not altogether apparent, becaut® if 
adopted by the House it would require 
the government to introduce prohibi- 
tory legislation, and whether this leg- 
islation appiied to one province or to 
ad] the provinces, it could not be intro- 
guced without leaving wide openings 
for attack upon the zovernment. If 
Mr. Flint really desired to help the 
government out of a difficult position 
adl he had te do was not to move any 
motion at all, for it did not seem like- 
ly that anyone else, certainly nol on 
the opposition side, would move one if 
he did not. McClure, liberal, of Col- 
chester, N. ©., moved an amendment 
declaring for absolute prohibition. At 
a late hour Parmalee moved an amend- 
ment to the amendment declaring that 
the country was not ripe for prohibi- 
tion. There were thus three resolu- 
tions before tiie House. The main re- 
solution for a partial prohibitory law 
applied to such of the provinces as were 
found to be in favor of it; the amend- 
yuent declaring for exsolute prohibi- 
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ten throughout the Dominion; «nd 
emendment to the amendment declar- 
against ‘prohibiiion altogether. Messrs. 
F.int, Bell, (P. B. I.), Christie, Mac- 
donald, (Huron;, Charlton, Ruther- 
ford and Oliver supported the resoln- 
tion. Mr. McCiure found support- 
ens for his proposition im. “Laylor, 
Ganong, Moore and Henderson, con+ 
servatives, and Holmes, liberal. 
Parmalee’s amendment was seconded 
by Casey, but the debate was adjoura- 
ed before the friends of this view of 
the case had tie opportunity of 
putting themselves on record. There 
will, no doubt, be a much fuller (dis- 
cussion when the question comes up 
again. * eee 3 

J. M. Douglas, M. P., for East jAs- 
siniboia, brought up the question of 
release. of seed grain bondsmen in the 
Territories on Friday last. Legisla- 
tion had been introduced at last ses- 
sion for the purpose of relieving the 
secondary securities without prejudic- 
ing the interests of the gevernment, 
but it was found that the question was 
eo tangled that it was impossible to 
do full justice to both parties.

PROHIBITICH. 

On Monészy, April 23rd, Mr. Flint, 
M. P., introduced a resviution favor- 
ing Dominion legisiation to provide far 
prohibition in one or more af ‘the pro- 
vinees. In the 
red: Saris 
Mr. Frank Oliver, (Alberta), spoke 
I wish to say that I in- 
tend to support the mction of the hon. 
Yarmouth (Mr: Flint); 
not because I agree with everything 
that is contained in it, but because A 
wish to be one to affirm the principle 
that the peOple who want prchibition 
ars entitled to have it. I do not agree 
with the argumert held by a number 
o* the members that a vote means no- 
thing unless the majority of the peo- 
p’3 vote. 1 hold that when a general 
vote is called for, the only pcssible con- 
atruction that can be placed upon the 
action taken is that that vote is to be 
fo'lowed by iegisiative action in ac- 
cordance with the vote. The circum- 
stances connected with the plebiscite 
were such that apparently it was not 
possible to follow it by legislation, as 
was demauded or expected. 1 am not 
speaking now of iny own view. This 
was the conclusica arrived at at the 
meting of the Dominion Alliance, beld 
hore last year—that prohibition for 
th> Dominion was not immediately 
practicable on the evidence given by 
the vote cast in the plebiscite. Ad-

The point in which I do not agree; 
with the motion is, that I think under 
our system of government, in the cir- 
cumstances in which we find oursel- 
vos, and particularly in view. of the(te- 
sult of the plebiscite, proh bition would 
be much more practicable and more 
nearly within reach, if il were made 
a provincial instead of a Dominion 
matter. If it is a fact that the pro 
vies are not now empowered to pass 
prohibi-o-y Jaws, my judgment would 
bo to secure for them that power; and 
instead of this parliament passing 
logislation which would be appiicable 
to the provinces, this parliament 
ehould ‘be a party, to an amendment to 
the constitution that would place the 
whole control in the hands of the pro- 


vinees. The reasons for that view are 
many. One is that experience © has 


shown the difficulty of making pro- 
h‘bition a leading issue in the Domin- 
ion House—for the very good reason 
that there are many other important 
issues which must be dealt with, which 
einnot be dropped out of sight, and 
which it is impossible in the interests 
o” the country to subordinate io the 
single issue of prohibition. That is 
not the ase in the provinces. It 
would be quite possible to make pro- 
hibition a leading issue as a provincia] 
question; and I believe that to have 
e.fective legislation or t@3 effective 
enforcement of legislation on the sub- 
joct of prohibition, we musi get it ‘by 
having a legislature elected to pass 
the necessary. law and to provide for 
the enforcement of that Jaw. ‘This 
can only be secured by making that 
question a leading issue in a general 
election. Our experience is that we 
have not been able to make it a lead- 
ing issue in a general Dominion elec- 
tion, but it would be possible to ido so 
in a provincial election, and to secure 
the election cf a legislature that| would 
be pledzed on the subject of prohibi- 
tion. Then, if that legislature were 
in a position to pass legislation you 
would be in a better position to get 
it passed ard in a better position to get 
it enforced. Seep 

As to the enforcement of this kind 
of legislation, it is generally taken for 
grarted that the enforcement of pro- 
hibition would necessarily be more ef- 
icient in the hands of the Dominion 
than in the hands of a province. I 
hold a directly opposite view. I take 
it that inasmuch as the administration 
of the civil law under our constitution 
is entirely in the hands of the province, 
and as the enforcement of prohibi- 
tion would necessarily. be a part of the 
civil Jaw, it is under provincial admin- 
istration that a prohibitory law could 


ee ich 


best be enforced. Where does the en-- 
foreement of any Jaw begin. andi where 
does it end? When you undertake to 
put any law into ferce you begin at 
the local magistrate. He is the ap- 
pointee of the province and he admin- 
istecs the law under the direction of 
the provincial government. If the 
case yoes beyond the magistrate, who 


constitute the final court that decides? |- mim 


The neighbors of the accused in the 
form of a jury. The court of local 
public opinion is the beginning «nd 
the end of the enforcement of law, 
farticularly civil law. Inasmuch as 
the province hes the jurisdiction over 
civil law, it would be impossible for 
the Dominion to enforgs yrckibition 
in a provinee having a local govern- 


ment hostile to prohibition. But it | 


would be possible far a provinciai gov- 
ernment to enforce it} within the pro- 
vines when the niajority of the peo- 
plo of the province were in favor off it, 
ais I claim the majority of the people 
of several of the provinces are, taking 
their word for it, according to the vote 
onat ‘two years ago.

THE OTTAWA FIRE. 
April 26th, 1900, will be remembered 
in Ottawa and 
Fifteen thoudind people 
, and 5,009 persons 
destruction of fif- 


vicinity. 
rendered homeless 


out of work by the 
teen million doilars worth of property, 


and ten lives lost is a record. ‘aiter- 
noon's work. About eleven o'clock in 
the forenoon, the members of parlia- 
ment engaged in the railwaiy! ‘om- 
mittee saw people cressing the parlia~ 
ment grounds towards the bank of 
the Ottawa river overlooking Hull. It 
was only surmised what the object of 
interest was and no notice was taken; 
for although Hull adjoins Ottawa, 
and is closely connected in business 
mntters, Ottawa people az gener- 
ally only interested to Lhe extent 0} 
idle curiosity in anything that occurs 
“over in Bull.’ When the committee 
adjourned at 12;30 or rather when the 
decisive vete was taken as. between 
the Mackenzie & Mann interests and 
the C. P. R. the committee dissolved 
of its own accord and the members 
went cut to their luncheons, but casu- 
ally walked over to the bank of ithe 
river to see what was the matter with 
Huli. The brow of Parliamdn*; Hill 
was already lined with hundreds o: 
gay and well-dressed young men and 
women taking in the shdw in the micst 
light-hearted and disinterested man- 
ner. By that time, the fire which 
had started in a small dwelling on 
Brewery street in the west sart of 
Hull had spread easterly fiuto tbe 
business section and already the prin- 
cipal business street and adjoining 
houses were in flames, with no pros- 
pect of the flames heing stopped; ow- 
ing to the very high and somewhat 
changeable wind which prevailed. Hull 
is (or was) a city oi narrqw, irregu'ar 
streets and smal! wooden houses, the 
population being mostly artisans: ox 
laborers employed in the factories and 
mills which cluster around the Chau- 
diere Falls, whose water power is the 
main foundation of Ottawa's! indus- 
trial importance. There were, how- 
ever, some handsome buildings im 
Hull, including the court howse. and 
jail, a very substantial stone building, 
the town hzil, a convent and school, 
and a number of private residenses. 
These were entirely destroyed. The 
Catholic church and Eddy’s sulphide 
works are the only important bui!d- 
ings remaining. Altbough the walls 
of the court house and jail are stand- 
ing the interior has been destroyed 
by fire, and the town hall is in ‘the 
same condition; while from the Ottawa 
river to Albert St. there is absolute- 
ly. nothing but ashes, cindersi and 
blackened walls. Even beyond Albert 
St. in front of the church tha fire 
spread over a considerable distance, 
licking up the wooden houses, and was 
only checked by the wider op2n 
spaces which occurred as the suburbs 
o= the town were reached. At the east 
side which is all that remains of ihe 
town, the fire was backing up against 
the wind which made it possible to 
maintain some sort of a fight against 
it, ut at the west side near the Falls, 
where the whole mass of fire arising 
from bundreds of:acres of inflammable 
wooden houses and vast piles of dry 
lumber was being driven west and 
eouth with the force of a hurricane to- 
wards the Eddy milis, the Chaudiere 
bridge and western end a Olttawa, 
nothing could stand against it. The 
Eddy works, an aggregation of low, 
solid stone buildings, close to the wat- 
er’s edge with iron roofs and every 
snaiety appliance were right in’ the 
track of the fiames. As the pecnle 
looked from Parliament Hill mill 
the mill whistles sounded so plainly a 
call for help that it seemed almost 
like some unknown monster in death 
agony. Nothing could be seen of the 
buildings as the flame and smoke rose 
between. All but one were totally de- 
stroyed and Mr. Eddy’s magnificent 


stone residence as well. ‘ 


While the mMls were giving their 
danger signa!s and before the fire had 
reathed the water’s edge on the Hull 
side, such ‘wais the force of the wind 
that cinders were carried in the air 
aeross the unburnt section af Hull, 
across the Ottawa river and stuck in 
the edge of the lumber piles on {he 
Ottawa side. The flame was seen to 
start, a verv small thing at first, and 
not at all dangerous locking, but ap- 
parently no one in the immediate 
vicinity saw it soon enough’ and in a 
very few minutes the lumbir pile 
which ‘had been: struck was in a blaze. 
Then streams of water were brought 
to bear upon it but on the sida toward 
which the wind was blowing. Under 
such circumstances there was no pos- 
sibility of making a fight and what 
might have been put out with a p2il 
of water when first seen, spread until | 
the destruction in Ottawa was ans 
grept asin Hull. The & P. R. freight 
Sheds and station which are on the 
flats on the Ottawa side caugh‘, it 
is said, in much the same way, long 
before the body of the fire had,crossed 


first alarm, part of the Ottawa 
fire brigade crossed to Hull to help 
in quelling the fire there. When it 
was seen that Ottawa was on fire they 
attempted to return, but already the 
bridge across the river had caughit 
@nd they were compelled to remain 
in Huli leaving Ottawa minus an im- 
portant part of its fine; protection. 
Telegrams for help were sent tc Mon- 
trenl, Brockville and Peterboro amd 
were answered ip an incredibly short 
time. Two engines arrived from Mon- 
trenl by. special trains. The first is 
said to Lave made the distance, one 
hundred and twenty miles, in an hour 
and a half, and an engine also arrived 
from Breekviile. But by, the time 
however, the Brockviile engine arriv- 
ed the fire had gone down. The fire 
soon become thoroughiy established in 


the Gttawa river. Shortly after the | ively small size there was not as great 


the flats on the Ottawa side of 
Chaudiere Falls surrounding the ©. P. 
R. station. Tho McKay flour mill was . 
burnt and almost all the industrial 
establishments deriving pawre? from 
the Chaudiere. For a time the elec- 
tric power hous was isolated and in- 
jured se that the street oang were 
(stalled for hours and the electric plant. 
was also auworkable fer a time. Tt 
wae fully expected that the power 
houses would be destroyed and it was_ 
in this belief and supposing that it 
vould be impassible to get light ior 
some time that parliament was ad- 
journed until Tuesday next. Luexily, 
however, part of their power was Sav- 
ed and they have since been running 
a small service so that in the evening 
the street cars began to nun again 
and the electric lights were turped 
on in some sections of the erty. The 
power house of the waterworks is elso 
in tha flats, in the burnt district, and 
was reached on one side by the fire, but 
remains fininjured: The waterworks 
power house marked the furthest pro-_ 
gress o! the fire in that cirection to- 
wards the city, the wind being favor- 
able. Having licked ap almost every- 
thing on the flats, it was fought along 
the northern side of tha Richmand 
read for a considerabie distance to- 
wards Hintonburg and the occupants 
of the row of handsome residences on 
the south side of that road were con- 
gratulating themselves on having es- 
caped, but later on, owing probably 
te some change in the wird, the fire 
crossed the road and. backed up along 
its southerly side taking every one of 
those handsome yiaces, including the 
residences of J. R. Booth, the multi- 
millioniare of Ottawa, Hon. Geo. E. 
Foster, ex-minister of finance, and a 
number of others. It waa checked; 
however, a few hundred yards from 
the waterworks, leaving the business 
buildings on the south side of fthe 
Richmond road and the’ Methodist 
church on its north sid2 standing. 
It. backed up, however, a little iur- 
ther west to the foot of the cliff up- 
on which stands Christ church cathed- 
ral and St. Jean Bapiiste Roman Cath- 
olic church. Here were a large num- 
ber of two-storey frame buildings 
which being in low ground turned in- 
toa perfect hell of flame from which 
it was impessible to save almost any 
of the belongings. The wind blow- 
ing from slightly east of north swept 
the fire along the foot of the liff 
southerly to the southern outskirts 
of the city at the St. Louis Dam on the 
Rideau Canal, near the Experimental 
Farm buildings which for some time 
although quite disiant were ir great 
danger. When che nigh groune of the 
cliff was passed southerly the fight 
against the fire was made along Di- 
vision St., which runs south, and hay- 
ing the advantage of the wind it was 
possible to keep ihe iire from backing 
up across that street and thereby 
entering the main portion of the city. 
But all west of that street, from the 
Ottawa river to the Rideau Canal in 
the valley, which divides. Rochester- 
ville from Hintonburg, waa totally, 
wiped out before ten o’clock iu the 
evening. This part of the city! was 
chivily occupied by wooden residences 
of laborers and artisans, but there 
were also vast piles of lumber cover- 
ing about fifty acres in extent which 
were totally destroyed. Martin. & 
Warnock’s grist mill at the Somerset 
St. crossing was also destroyed as well 
as the Somerset sireet bridge. Iwas 
oaly by the most tremendous exertions 
that the fire was kept from backing 
up into the city, but at any moment 
had the wird veered round for eveni{. 
minute nothing could have saved the 
whole of Ottawa. By midnight, how- 
ever, as the wind did net change, the 
fire had burnt itseif out so that dan- 
ger, for the moment at any rate twag 
passed, particularly as the wind fell 
during the night., 

It was pitiful to see the procession 
of mec. wouen «and children streaming 
away from the burning section of the 
city, some carrying their belongings, 
some following carts and wagors upon 
which their goods were loaded; but the 
large majority lhaving lost everything 
but what they siood in. All ¢he 
Open spaces in the western section of 
the city were piled with bundles and 
boxes saved from the houses, not of 
any! particular value in themselves, 
but’ all jthat the people hag left. 
Strange to say there was none of that 
frenzy thet might have been expect- 
ed. Everything was taken calmly, 
even by those whvu had lest the most, 
but the despair piclured in their faces 
was sometuing pitiful to see. It was 
also laughable, if it Mad} not been {so 
pitiable, to see the strange selections 
people had made in the saving of their 
goods. In the hurry and excitement 
under the necessity of making a choice 
as to what. should be taken and what 
left, in most cases what was worth- 
less was taken and the valuabies left 
to the fire. Owing to the fact of the 
buildings being generally of compara: 


a loss of life as might have been ex- 
pected. This morning eighlt deaths 
are known, but, of course, the list fis 
likely to be much larger as others are 
missing. It is really marvelous how 
so Many aged and sick people, includ- 
ing the occupants of a hospital, could 
have been safely, removed from the 
burnt district, considering how quick- 
ly the fire spread... re 
Fortunately last night was clear and 
bright and not very cold, and while 
every eifort was made to accommodate 
the} people who haid lost their homes a 
grent many preferred to stay by what 
valuables they had saved. To-day 
they are moving to shelter. The 
Drill Hall was placed at their dispos- 
al as also the exhibition buildings, 
and many private houses were offered,

rt Canadians at Israel’s Poort.

special despatch from Thaba 
N’Chu, dated Thursday, describ- 
ing the  figbt at israel*s Poort, 
which is about seven miles west o7 
Thaba N’Chu, says: ‘Three hundred 
Beers were strongly entrenched on two 
kopjes. The 'plake of honor was given 
to the Canadians, who advanced very 
cleverly under their dashing command- 
er, Col. Otter. The Boers reserved 
their fire until the Camadians hac 
reached the wire entanziements. Then 
they opened with a‘terrible hail of bul- 
lets. The Canadians, however, had 
taken good! cover and were not greaily 
damaged. ‘They were ably supported 
: in the assault by the Grahamstown 
Horse. Successive rushes brought them 
right up to the kopjes, when Col. Otter 
} jvas struck twice, one bullet inflicting 
a nasty, but not dangerous wonnd in 
the neck and the other tearing the 
badges from his shoulder. But he still 
cheered his men on until the kopjes 
were carried. The Boers bolted. The 
British losses were 20 in killed and 
wounded. { if 
Sterner Measures 
The recent operations have tended to 
clear the military situation. Gen.Pole- 
Carew's progress through the country 
has brought home to the Free Staters 
the fact that the policy, of leniency has 
beer abandoned.

In tthe House of Commons, 
Mr. John Gordon Swift MacNeill, 
Irish Nationalist, resumed ithe 


interrogation of the parliamentary 
secretary of the war office, Mr. Geo. 
Wyndham, in regard to the South 
African war, but got little satisfac- 
tion. The speaker, Mr. Court Gully, 
called Mr. MacNeill to order for de- 
manding to know whether the opera- 
tions at Magersfontein were exempt 
from criticism by the commander-in- 
chiot of the British forces in South 
Africa because word Methuen was »: 
“society. peer and a court favorite.” 
Mr. Wyndham said that the war o*- 
fice had not communicated with Gen- 
eral Buller in connection with the 
Spion Kop despatches, but that com- 
munications had passed between Lord 
Roberts and Gen. Buller in reference 
to the publication of the despatches 
in question. The government leader, 
Me. A. J. Balfour, subsequently an- 
nounced that, with “a view to clear- 
int up misconceptions which had gath- 
fred arouad the publication of the 
despatches,’ he would place the sal- 
ary of the secretary of state for -var 
among the votes to be taken Friday, 
and thus enable a debate to be had 
on the subject. 

Russian Attache’s Report. 

The following is a resume of the, re- 
po-t of the Russian military attache 
with the : British army’: “Tn 
regard to the English  caval- 
ry, the horseflesh is not equal to the 
strain put upon it, but. the 
mon are almost jwithaqu exception 
clover riders,-and absolutely fearless, 
even in the face of the hottest fire. 
The artillery fire is good, but it does 
little damage, because the positions 
bombarded are almost immediately 
varated by the Boers, who do not wc- 
cupy them again until tie firing has 
elackened.” Fraise is given to 
artillery officers for their skill, and 
to the officers as a whole, for itheir 
ccunage; they set before their soldiers, 
says the report, a splendid example. 
The report reserves its highest en- 
ccmium for the performances of the in- 
fantry, who march in battle—on the 
Tuzela, for instance—with supreme 
contempt for danger. Their storming 
of Spion Kop at the point of the bay- 
oret to the cry of “Revenge for Ma- 
juba Hill!” is very exhaustively treat- 
ed of in three sheets, and the greatest 
admira‘ion is expressed for the British 
int‘antry and their officers. The cour- 
age of the Engtish officers and their 
men in the’ bettles at Olivier’s 
Hcck Pass is also mentioned in 
terms of the warmest admiration. The 
whole repart speaks only of the 
great fitness for its work  display- 
ed by the English army, which is 
st:uggling heroically, and fighiting 
against a country occupied by foes/ who 
are safe shots, but strategically in- 
pignificant. The activity of General 
Buller appears in a veryi different 
light in this report from that ir which 
the continental press loved to repres- 


ent it.”

The Tuesday morning after the Huil 
fire E. B. Eddy had over 1,000 men at 
work clearing away the debris from 
ths site of their ruined es- 
tablishment. Although the. firm 
dcdxs not say so, there is very little 
dcubt but they will build on even a 
more extensive scale than that of their 
old premises. The government has 
started werk to repair the approaches 
to the interprovincial bridge at the 
Chandiere, which connected Ottawa 
with Hull. It is expected that traffic 
will be resumed in & few. days, and the 
iron structure, although in some 
places it is deranged and warped with 
the intense heat, can be repaired.

LIQUOR TRAFFIC IN THE NORTH. 

Ottawa, May 2.—Jas. Smart, deputy 
minister of the interior, having been 
recently advised by his grace the Arch- 
bishop of Rupert’s Land, that 
b> bas been informed by Rev. Geo. 
Ho'mes, of St. Peter’s mission at Les- 
ser Slave lake, in the Peace river dis- 
trict, one of the most energetic mis- 
sionaries of the church of England in 
the far northwest, thet traders and 
others are engaged in illicit liquor 
traffis with half-breeds and Indian 
residents there has takem immediate 
action for the enfercement of the laws 
in fomea, prohibiting the importation 
and sale o7 liquor into these unorgan'z- 
od portions of the Canadian North- 
west. As all persons are aware, the 
“Indian act” containis vary! semere 
ponalties for the punishment of those 
who are convicted of selling or giving 
liquor to Indians. Provisions are also 
contained in the Northwest Territor- 
ies’ act, prohibiting the sale of intoxi- 
eants in the districts referred (9. 

The temporary withdrawal from 
their ordinary duties of so many of 
the o’ficers anc men of the Northwest 
Mounted Police, has no doubt encour- 
aged those persons who are engaged 
in this nefarious work, in prosecuting 
it more openly and extensively than 
they have heretofore dured to do, but 
Fred White, comstroller of the force, 
with whom Mr. Smart has _ been in 
rommunication about the matter, will 
do fll that it is possible for him to do 
in eccuring the arrest and punishment 
of all thoo: connected with it. 

O‘ficers and cther employees of the 
Hudson's Bay company have alse been 
asked, through their commissioner, C. 
C. Chipman, to give the matter their 
eare’ul attention. Mr. Smart has also 
communicated the substance of Rev.

P. R. for an extension cf time for 
completion and for a blanket charter 
paralleling the Mann At WcKenzie 
system from Portage la Prairi2 
Prince Albert, north of the C. P. 7 
main line, on the same principle as the 
blanket charter recently given 
alleling the Northern Pacific between 
the main line and the boundary. The 
Manitoba Northwestern was commenc- 
ed in 1882 on a charter which carried 
it from Portage la Prairie ta Prires 


Albert. The original owners were the 
Allans, of the Allan Line, and for a 
mumber of years they made a very 
strong attempt te push their road 


but they struck the hardest of the 
Lard times, with the result thit a ter 
having reached Yorkton im Eastern 
Assiniboia, in 1894, they have been at 
a standstill as far as constructicn 
was concerned. The affairs of the 
company were in litigation and th 
final result reached during the 
past year by the road being leased ,t« 
the C. P. R. and the company beinz 
re-organized in C. P. 2. hands Some 
years ago, in the hope of galvanizing 
the origina! company into life, 
tain charters for branch iines had been 
given it. The limit of time for the 
construction of these expires in 1802. 
The application of the C. P. R.in this 
instance (made in the name o% fhe 
Manitoba Northwestern) wafs  practi- 
cally to have the right 
these branches extended for five years 
more, or for seven years from the'pres- 
ent date. This was opposed by Mann
